Supreme Court ruled today that 
working men, who strike as a result 
of an unfair labor practice by their 
employer, are entitled to protection 
of the National Labor Relations act. 


This decision was given in uphold- 


ing fin order by the National Labor 
Relations 
board 
directing 
the 


Mackay Radio and Telegraph com- 
pany to re-instate five employes who 
had gone on strike in San Francisco. 


Justice Roberts, who delivered the 


decision, asserted that the strikers 
roi-n.i inert employes under the labor 


act "and were protected against the 
unfair labor practices denounced by 
it." 


Roberts announced no dissent. 


Justices Cardozo and Reed did not 
participate. 


The court reversed an opinion by 


the ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
refusing: to approve re-instatement 
of the flve men on the ground that 
they had severed their employment 
by striking. 


Roberts said the board's findings 


as to discrimination were "support- 
ed by evidence."

ToEnd Army's War Games

New York, May 1G tAP.i.—A quiet 


little community within an hour's 
drive of New York's most congested 
districts will experience an air raid 
tonight—a mock one, of course—to 
dramatize the necessity of "blacking 
out" vulnerable big' cities in wartime. 


A squadron of bombing airplanes 


will sweep over the village of Farm- 
ingdale. Long- Island, dropping flares 
in,an attempt to locate two aircraft 
factories. 


Sirens will scream, anti-aircraft 


searchlights will spear the sky, and 
every light in the village, a logical 
"military objective'1 of enemy bomb- 
ers if this country went to war, will 
be quenched for 30 minutes. 


The "blackout." the first in the 


United States, will be engineered by 
the general headquarters air force 
with the aid of Farmingdale officials 
as a spectacular finale to the Army's 
air maneuvers along the north At- 
lantic seaboard. 


Using the center of the village as 


a compass point, war game umpires 
have drawn a circle around it with 
a radius of two and a half miles, 
within which lights will be turned 


off between 9:30 and 10 p. m.( EST>. 


Villagers have agreed to turn off 


household lights. Every road enter- 
ing Farmingdale will be guarded, , 
and motorists inside the circle will! 
be asked by police to park beside the I 
road and snap off their headlights, j 


The bombers will be "intercepted" 


by a fleet of pursuit planes whose 
normal function is to give battle to 
enemy pursuit and try to shoot down 
enemy raiders.

' craft batteries will open up with 
blank ammunition. 


To simulate the usual conditions 


! when cities arc attacked by aircraft, 
the nine bombers "attacking" Farm- 
ingdale, 
each 
camouflaged 
with 


blotches of brown and black paint to 
escape the detection of searchlights, 
will fly at an altitude of three miles. 


The air raid and "blackout" will be 


a. novelty in this country, though 
regular air raid drills are held in 
England. Japan. Italy. Germany and 
other countries without wide oceans 
on either side of them.
